to render it every way compleat, and anſwerable to the

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In 1755, the Common-Council took the Rate and 
conditionof the Goal of Newgate under conſideration, and 
upon a careful examination found, that it is not only 
the county goal of Mid lefex, as well as London, but 
the general priſon for ſtate criminals, and ſmugglers, 
from every part of the kingdom: That the numbers fre- 
quently confined there, eſpecially at the approach of the 


ſeſſions, make it neceſſary to croud together many of 


theſe unhappy victims to publick juſtice, under the 
complicated diſtreſſes of poverty, naſtineſs, and diſeaſe: 

That neither the form or ſituation of this Goal will ad-

This calculation ſuppoſes only an annual application

will not complain of any diminution of their ſecurity, . 

or of the payment of their principal's being protract-

Cents are above par, they will conſider the delay in

And now, having endeavoured to explain my Ideas, 
I humbly ſubmit my plan, with all its imperfections, 
to the candid and impartial judgment of the publick. 
If they ſhall think it well founded, and in any degree 
proper to be adopted, I ſhall be Kappy 3 in the reflection 
of having ſo far contributed towards their accomoda- 
tion, and the ſervice of my Fellow- citizens, whoſe 
proſperity I have ever had at heart, and whoſe good opi- 
nion it ſhall always be my higheſt ambition to obtain. 
But ſhould my propoſition appear liable to any material 
objections, ſuch as I am not now aware of, 1 ſhall at 
leaſt pleaſe myſelf with the hope that the attempt will 
be imputed to an honeſt, tho' miſguided zeal, and that 
it may ſerve to incite ſome abler hand to point out leſs 
exceptionable means for pages ſo confeſſedly great 
and neceſſary.
